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City,  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Baltimore  City  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  take  posses- 
sion of  and  remove  any  such  motor  vehicle  and/or 
its  cargo  from  the  street,  alley  or  public  way  and  to 
put  it  in  some  other  place  where  it  will  not  obstruct, 
interfere  with  or  impede  the  free  flow  of  traffic. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordi- 
nance shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  certificates 
of  indebtedness  for  the  purposes  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, as  authorized  by  Chapter  42  of  the  Acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1959 ;  and 
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Whereas,  Additional  funds  are  now  needed  for 
said  purposes;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  Twenty-two  Million  Dollars  ($22,000,- 
000),  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same  may  be  re- 
quired for  the  purposes  hereinafter  named  and  said 
certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be  sold  by  said 
Commissioners  of  Finance  from  time  to  time  and  at 
such  times  as  shall  be  requisite,  and  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness  shall 
be  used  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  named,  pro- 
vided that  this  ordinance  shall  not  become  effective 
unless  it  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
of  the  legal  voters  of  Baltimore  City  cast  at  the 
time  and  place  hereinafter  designated  by  this 
ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  said 
certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  in  denomi- 
nations of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100)  each,  or 
multiples  thereof,  to  be  redeemable  in  thirty  (30) 
yearly  series,  the  first  series  amounting  to  One 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000)  to  be  re- 
deemable on  the  first  day  of  August,  1966 ;  a  series 
of  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($500,000)  to 
be  redeemable  on  the  first  day  of  August,  1967,  and 
a  series  of  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($500,- 
000)  to  be  redeemable  on  the  first  day  of  August  of 
each  succeeding  year  until  and  including  the  year 
1973;  a  series  of  Six  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
($600,000)  to  be  redeemable  on  the  first  day  of 
August,  1974;  a  series  of  Seven  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($700,000)  to  be  redeemable  on  the  first  day 
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of  August,  1975;  a  series  of  Seven  Hundred  Fifty 
Thousand  Dollars  ($750,000)  to  be  redeemable  on 
the  first  day  of  August,  1976;  a  series  of  Eight 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($800,000)  to  be  redeem- 
able on  the  first  day  of  August,  1977,  and  a  series  of 
Eight  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($800,000)  to  be 
redeemable  on  the  first  day  of  Aug.  of  each  succeed- 
ing year  until  and  including  the  year  1982 ;  a  series 
of  Eight  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($850,- 
000)  to  be  redeemable  on  the  first  day  of  Aug.  1983 ; 
and  a  series  of  Eight  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dol- 
lars ($850,000)  to  be  redeemable  on  the  first  day 
of  August  of  each  succeeding  year  until  and  includ- 
ing the  year  1985 ;  a  series  of  Nine  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($900,000)  to  be  redeemable  on  the 
first  day  of  August,  1986 ;  a  series  of  Nine  Hundred 
Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($950,000)  to  be  redeem- 
able on  the  first  day  of  August,  1987;  a  series  of 
One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  to  be  redeemable 
on  the  first  day  of  August,  1988;  a  series  of  One 
Million  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,050,000),  to  be 
redeemable  on  the  first  day  of  August,  1989;  a 
series  of  One  Million  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dol- 
lars ($1,100,000)  to  be  redeemable  on  the  first  day 
of  August,  1990 ;  a  series  of  Eight  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($800,000)  to  be  redeemable  on  the 
first  day  of  August,  1991,  and  a  series  of  Eight 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($800,000)  to  be  re- 
deemable on  the  first  day  of  August  of  each  suc- 
ceeding year  until  and  including  the  year  1995, 
when  the  last  series  shall  be  redeemable. 

Said  certificates  of  indebtedness,  when  issued, 
shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates,  not  exceed- 
ing, however,  five  per  cent  (5%)  per  annum,  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  at 
the  time  when  any  of  said  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness are  issued,  the  interest  to  be  payable  semi- 
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annually  on  the  first  day  of  February,  and  the  first 
day  of  August,  in  each  year,  during  the  respective 
periods  that  the  series  in  which  said  certificates  of 
indebtedness  are  issued  may  run;  and  any  portion 
or  all  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness  may  be  reg- 
istered or  not  registered,  and  said  certificates  of 
indebtedness,  or  any  portion  thereof,  shall  or  shall 
not  have  interest  coupons  attached,  all  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  a  sum 
sufficient  to  meet  the  interest  on  any  outstanding 
certificates  of  indebtedness  as  well  as  the  principal 
of  the  current  maturing  series  of  said  certificates, 
shall  be  annually  collected  by  taxation  and  that  a 
rate  sufficient  to  produce  said  sum  shall  be  levied  in 
each  year  upon  every  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
assessable  property  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  in 
the  proper  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  amount. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  be  submitted  to  the  legal  voters  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  their  approval  or  disap- 
proval, at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  Balti- 
more City  on  Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  November, 
1960. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  a  copy 
of  this  ordinance  and  notice  of  the  time  for  holding 
said  election  shall  be  published  in  at  least  two  (2) 
daily  newspapers  published  in  said  City  of  Baltimore 
twice  a  week  for  two  (2)  weeks  prior  to  said  election. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the 
proceeds  of  sale  of  the  certificates  of  indebtedness 
hereby  authorized  to  be  issued,  not  exceeding  the  par 
value  thereof,  shall  be  used  for  the  acquisition,  by 
purchase,  condemnation  or  any  other  legal  means, 
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of  land  or  property,  or  any  rights  therein,  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  and  constructing  and  erecting  on 
said  land  or  property,  or  on  any  land  or  property 
now  or  hereafter  owned  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  new  school  buildings,  athletic 
and  other  auxiliary  facilities,  and  for  additions  and 
improvements  to,  or  the  modernization  or  recon- 
struction of,  existing  school  buildings  or  facilities, 
and  for  equipment  for  any  and  all  new  facilities 
authorized  to  be  constructed  or  erected  by  the  pro- 
visions hereof,  and  for  architectural  or  engineering 
services  or  surveys,  and  any  other  activities  relating 
to  planning  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned  or 
relating  to  planning  for  future  projects  of  the  same 
general  character  which  may  be  constructed  out  of 
future  loans. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  the 
expenditure  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  said  certificates 
of  indebtedness,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
more  shall  observe  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  relating  to  the  Planning  Commis- 
sion, the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  Balti- 
more City  shall  have  the  authority  to  select  sites 
for  the  construction  of  the  new  school  buildings 
hereby  authorized. 

(b)  All  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construc- 
tion or  reconstruction  of  school  buildings,  or  for 
additions  or  improvements  to  school  buildings,  to  be 
financed  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  loan  herein  au- 
thorized, shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said 
Board  of  School  Commissioners  prior  to  final  accept- 
ance of  such  plans  and  specifications,  and  the  en- 
dorsement of  approval  by  said  Board  of  such  plans 
and  specifications  shall  be  made  thereon,  and  shall 
also  be  recorded  by  said  Board  in  its  official  minutes ; 
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All  changes  in  approved  plans  and  specifications 
which  may  be  found  necessary  and  expedient  during 
the  course  of  construction  shall  also  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of 
Baltimore  City,  and  shall  also  be  recorded  by  said 
Board  in  its  official  minutes ; 

(c)  No  part  of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the 
sale  of  the  certificates  of  indebtedness  hereby  author- 
ized to  be  issued  shall  be  expended  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of 
Baltimore  City. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
expenditure  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  herein  authorized  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by 
the  municipal  agency  designated  in  the  Annual 
Ordinances  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore.

735A.  In  addition  to  any  other  notice  required 
under  this  Article  to  terminate  any  lease  or  rental 
contract,  any  tenant  vacating  any  such  tenement 
shall  notify  the  landlord  or  his  agent,  at  least  sev- 
enty-two hours  before  such  removal,  as  to  the  date 
upon  which  he  proposes  to  vacate.

D.  Hoists  for  raising  or  lowering  materials  and  which  are  pro- 

vided with  unguided  hooks,  slings  and  similar  means  for 
attachment  to  the  materials. 

E.  Skip  or  furnace  hoists.

9101.  PurpK)se.     The   purpose   of   this   chapter    is   to   provide 

regulations  for  the  safe  installation  and  operation  of  elevators  and 
other  equipment  as  listed  in  Paragraph  9100. 

Where  a  regulation  or  rule,  because  of  practical  difficulty-  can- 
not be  compHed  with  literally  or  where  its  hteral  appHcation 
would  cause  undue  hardship,  the  Commissioner  may,  upon  proper 
appHcation.  grant  exceptions  but  only  when  it  is  clearly  e\-ident 
that  reasonable  safety  is  assured. 

9102.  Applications,  Permits  and  Drawings. 

1.  Applications,  and  Permits.  Applications  must  be  filed  with 
and  permits  secured  from  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  as 
required  in  Part  I  of  this  Code,  before  any  installation,  alteration, 
or  removal  of  equipment  is  started. 

2.  Dra^vings.  The  owner  or  person  responsible  for  the  instal- 
lation of  an  elevator  or  any  other  equipment  regulated  by  this 
Chapter  shall  file  with  his  application  for  a  pennitj  drawings 
in  duplicate,  showing  the  location  of  the  machinery  and  equip- 
ment. Such  drawings  shall  also  show  the  rated  load  and  rated 
speed:  the  safe-lifting  capacity,  if  any;  the  weight  of  the  car 
complete:  the  car  operating  de\-ice:  the  tNpe  and  make  of  hoist- 
way  interlocks  and  contacts:  the  t\*pe  of  normal  and  final  stop- 
ping de\-ices:  the  diameter  of  sheaves:  the  size,  number  and  ma- 
terial of  the  hoisting  and  counterweight  wire  ropes;  the  type  of 
speed  governor;  the  type  of  car  and  counterweight  safeties;  the 
overhead  and  pit  clearances;  the  type  of  buffers;  the  machine 
and  overhead  grating;  the  weight  of  the  machine  if  overmounted; 
the  material,  t\pe  and  spans  of  overhead  supporting  members; 
the  reaction  of  loads  on  overhead  supporting  members;  the  type 
of  hoistway  gates  or  doors  and  car  gates  or  doors;  and  any  other 
information  which  may  be  required  by  the  Commissioner. 

9103.  Existing  Installations.  Existing  installations  of  elevators 
or  other  equipment  regulated  by  this  Chapter,  legally  installed 
prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  are  not  required  to 
conform  thereto,  provided  that  such  devices  shall  be  maintained 
in  a  safe  operating  condition  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  require- 
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merits  of   this   ordinance    in   respect   to   registration,    inspections, 
tests,  alterations   and   repairs,   maintenance   and   operation. 

Exceptions: 

A.  Existing  installations  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  this  Code 

if  they  were  installed  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Code 
without  conforming  to  the  requirements  in  force  at  the 
time  of  installation. 

B.  Every    existing    elevator    of    direct,    singlebelted    or    single- 

chain  drive  type  shall  be  provided  with  electrically  re- 
leased brakes,  terminal  stopping  devices,  and  other  safety 
features   required  for  freight  elevators. 

C.  No   elevator   of   double-belted    type   shall   be    permitted    to 

operate  unless  driven  from  a  line  shafting  which  supplies 
power  for  other  purposes  and  provided  with  means  to 
stop  the  elevator  belts  without  stopping  other  machinery 
driven  from  the   same  source   of  power. 

D.  The  brakes  of  every  existing  belted  or  chain-driven  elevator 

shall  be  applied  directly  to  the  hoisting  machine  and 
shall  be  arranged  to  apply  automatically  in  case  the 
driving   belt   or   chain   breaks   or   becomes   disengaged. 

E.  Where   it   is    desired    to    use   existing   freight    elevators    for 

carrying  passengers,  such  elevators  shall  be  reconstructed 
to  conform  to  the  requirements  for  passenger  elevators. 

9104.  Inspections  and  Tests.  Acceptance  inspections  and  tests 
of  elev^ators,  dumbwaiters  and  escalators,  and  periodic  tests  of 
such  installations  as  are  required  by  Paragraph  9105  to  be  regis- 
tered in  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  shall  conform  to 
A.  S.  A.  Code,  Part  IX,  Inspection  and  Tests  of  Elevators,  Dumb- 
waiters and  Escalators.  Freight  elevators  authorized  to  carry 
employees,  as  provided  in  A.  S.  A.  Code,  Rule  207.4,  Exception 
2,  shall  be  inspected  as  prescribed  for  passenger  elevators.  Tem- 
porary elevators  designed  to  carry  passengers  during  the  erection 
of  buildings  or  structures  shall  be  inspected  every  month  while 
in  service  unless,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner,  more  fre- 
quent inspections  are  necessary. 

9105.  Registration  of  Elevators.  All  passenger  elevators,  all 
power  freight  elevators  except  as  noted  below,  all  hand  powered 
elevators  having  more  than  15  feet  travel,  all  escalators,  all  dumb- 
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waiters  having  floor  area  greater  than  5  square  feet  or  a  capacity 
greater  than  150  pounds,  all  manlifts,  all  parking  lifts,  all  stage, 
orchestra  and  organ  console  elevators,  all  private  residence  eleva- 
tors, all  invalid  elevators  and  all  parking  elevators  shall  be 
registered  in  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection.  The  Bureau  v^^ill 
assign  a  serial  number  to  each  registered  installation.  This  serial 
number  shall  be  painted  in  a  conspicuous  location  on  the  driving 
machine. 

Exception: 

Power  freight  elevators  having   not  more  than  six  feet  travel 
are  not  required  to  be  registered  if  no  floor  is  penetrated. 

Freight  elevators  authorized  to  carry  employees,  as  provided 
in  A.  S.  A.  Code,  Rule  207.4,  Exception  2,  shall  be  registered  as 
passenger  elevators. 

9106.  Reporting  Accidents.  When  an  accident  involving  any 
equipment  regulated  by  this  chapter  results  in  personal  injuries 
requiring  the  services  of  a  physician,  or  in  any  way  impairs  the 
strength  or  safe  functioning  of  the  equipment,  the  person  having 
supervision  of  the  equipment  shall  notify  the  Commissioner  as 
soon  as  possible,  but  in  any  case  within  twenty-four  hours,  ex- 
cluding Saturdays,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  and  such  equip- 
ment shall  not  be  again  placed  in  service  nor  shall  any  repairs 
be  made  until  authority  to  do  so  is  granted  by  the  Commissioner 
after  investigation  of  the  accident. 

9107.  Alteration  and  Repair.  The  alteration,  repair  and  re- 
placement of  all  elevators  shall  confonn  to  A.  S.  A.  Code,  Part 
XI,  Alteration,  Repairs  and  Replacements. 

9108.  Maintenance  and  Operation.  The  maintenance  and 
operation  of  all  elevators,  dumbwaiters  and  escalators  shall  con- 
form to  A.  S.  A.  Code,  Part  X,  Maintenance  of  Elevators,  Dumb- 
waiters and  Escalators. 

9109.  Definitions.  The  following  definitions  apply  to  terms 
used  in  this  chapter.  In  addition  to  these,  those  given  in  Sec- 
tion 3  of  the  A.  S.  A.  Code  shall  apply. 

A.  S.  A.  Code.  In  this  chapter,  the  American  Standard  Safety 
Code  for  Elevators,  Escalators  and  Dumbwaiters,  A  17.1, 
1955,   together  with   1957   revisions   thereto  as  approved  by 
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the  American  Standards  Association,  December  10,  1957,  and 
future  revisions  when  approved  by  the  American  Standards 
Association  and  the  Commissioner. 

Commissioner.    The  Building  Inspection   Engineer. 

Enforcing  Authority.    The  Building  Inspection  Engineer. 

Invalid  Elevator.  A  private  Residence  Elevator  or  Inclined 
Lift  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  Paragraph  9151  for 
Invalid  Elevators.  The  fees  for  an  Invalid  Elevator,  pre- 
scribed in  Paragraphs  1751  and  1788  of  this  Code,  are  lower 
than  those  for  a  Private  Residence  Elevator  or  Inclined  Lift. 

SECTION  911— Hoistways  for  Elevators 

9110.  Hoistways.  Hoistways,  hoistway  enclosures,  machine 
rooms,  machinery  spaces,  and  related  construction  for  hand  and 
power  passenger  and  freight  elevators  and  dumbwaiters  shall 
conform  to  the  A.  S.  A.  Code,  Part  I.  The  clearances  and  runbys 
prescribed  in  A.  S.  A.  Code,  Section  107,  shall  be  determined  as 
shown  in  A.  S.  A.  Code,  Appendix  B. 

Exception: 

Vertically  sliding  doors  permitted  by  Subdivision  4  of  A.  S.  A. 
Code  Rule  110.2a  shall  be  used  only  on  freight  elevators 
authorized  to  carry  employees,  which  conform  to  the  require- 
ments of  Exception  2  of  A.  S.  A.  Code  Rule  207.4  and  which 
are  so  located  as  to  be  inaccessible  to  the  general  public. 

Such  construction  shall  also  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
Part  V  of  the  Baltimore  City  Building  Code. 

SECTION  912— Electric  Power  Elevators 

9120.     Electric  Power  Passenger  and   Freight  Elevators.    The 

design,  construction,  installation  and  operation  of  machinery  and 
equipment  for  electric  power  passenger  and  freight  elevators  shall 
conform  to  A.  S.  A.  Code,  Part  II,  Machinery  and  Equipment 
for  Power  Passenger  and  Freight  Elevators. 

9125.     Manually    Operated    Car    Leveling    Devices.      Where 

mechanically  operated  limit  switches  are  used  to  permit  manual 
car  leveling  with  the  hoistway  door  open,  positive  mechanical 
means  shall  be  provided  to  prevent  operation  of  the  car  by  the 
leveling  device  beyond  the  leveling  zone. 
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SECTION  913— Hydraulic  Elevators 

9130.  Hydraulic  Elevators.  The  design,  construction,  instal- 
lation and  operation  of  Hydraulic  Elevators  shall  conform  to 
A.  S.  A.  Code,  Part  HI,  Hydraulic  Elevators. 

SECTION  914— Sidewalk  Elevators 

9140.  Power  and  Hand  Sidewalk  Elevators.  The  design,  con- 
struction, installation  and  operation  of  Power  and  Hand  Side- 
walk Elevators  shall  conform  to  A.  S.  A.  Code,  Part  IV,  Power 
and  Hand  Sidewalk  Elevators. 

SECTION  915 — Private  Residence  Elevators  and  Inclined  Lifts 

9150.  Private   Residence   Elevators   and    Inclined   Lifts.     The 

design,  construction,  installation  and  operation  of  private  resi- 
dence elevators  and  inclined  lifts  shall  conform  to  A.  S.  A.  Code, 
Part  V,  Private  Residence  Elevators  and  Inclined  Lifts. 

9151.  Invalid  Elevators.  A  private  Residence  Elevator  or  In- 
clined lift  may  be  installed  as  an  Invalid  Elevator  under  the 
following  conditions: 

The  elevator  or  lift  is  for  the  sole  use  of  a  person  or  persons 
unable  because  of  physical  disability  to  climb  stairs;  such 
persons  may  be  accompanied  on  the  elevator  by  not  more 
than  one  attendant.  A  physician's  certificate  of  disability 
must  accompany  the  application  for  permit. 

If  installed  in  an  occupancy  other  than  a  Private  Residence,  the 
elevator  or  lift  shall  be  controlled  by  a  key  actuated  oper- 
ating device  located  on  the  car,  so  that  it  cannot  be  operated 
without  the  key,  which  must  be  kept  in  the  possession  of 
the  authorized  user. 

An  Invalid  Elevator  shall  be  removed  or  sealed  out  of  service 
upon  the  termination  of  the  servdce  for  which  it  was  installed, 
or,  if  in  a  Private  Residence,  may  be  continued  in  service  as  a 
Private  Residence  Elevator. 

SECTION  916— Hand  Elevators 

9160.  Hand  Elevators.  The  design,  contruction,  installation 
and  operation  of  Hand  Elevators  shall  conform  to  A.  S.  A.  Code, 
Part  VI,  Hand  Elevators. 
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SECTION  917— Dumbwaiters 

9170.  Hand  and  Power  Dumbwaiters.  The  design  construc- 
tion, installation  and  operation  shall  conform  to  A.  S.  A.  Code, 
Part  VII,  Hand  and  Power  Dumbwaiters. 

SECTION  918— Escalators 

9180.  Escalators.  The  design,  construction,  installation  and 
operation  of  escalators  shall  conform  to  A.  S.  A.  Code,  Part  VIII, 
Escalators. 

SECTION  919— Special  Elevators  and  Lifts 

9190.  Scope.  This  section  covers  the  requirements  for  types 
of  equipment  included  in  the  scope  of  this  chapter,  and  not 
specifically   covered   in   the   preceding   sections. 

9191.  Manlifts. 

1.  The  requirements  of  this  paragraph  apply  to  lifts  for  con- 
veying persons  from  one  elevation  to  another,  and  consisting  of 
platforms  or  brackets  mounted  on  endless  belts  or  chains  and 
operated  by  power  in   a   substantially  vertical   direction. 

2.  The  design,  construction,  installation  and  operation  of  man- 
lifts  shall  conform  to  the  American  Standard  Safety  Code  for 
Manlifts,   A.   S.   A.   A90.1,    1949. 

3.  Manlifts  will  be  inspected  by  authorized  inspectors  of  the 
City  at  intervals  not  greater  than  three  months.  These  inspec- 
tions are  additional  to  the  owner's  inspections  required  by  Rule 
401  of  A.  S.  A.  A90.1,  1949. 

9192.  Other  Special  Elevators  and  Lifts.  The  design,  con- 
struction, installation  and  operation  of  stage,  orchestra  and  organ 
console  elevators,  parking  elevators,  automobile  hoists,  parking 
lifts,  builders'  hoists,  temporary  workmen's  elevators,  and  other 
equipment  included  in  the  scope  of  this  chapter  shall  conform  to 
regulations  prescribed  by   the   Commissioner. 

Section  3.  Be  it  further  ordained  That  this  Ordinance  shall 
take  effect  on  the  date  of  its  passage.

148.  Each  parking  meter  shall  be  so  installed  or

buildings  and  other  facilities  appropriate  thereto ; 
and  authorizing  and  directing  the  institution  of 
condemnation  proceedings  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  upon  failure  to 
acquire  the  same  by  negotiation  and  agreement; 
all  in  accordance  with  and  in  furtherance  of  the 
authority  and  powers  conferred  by  Chapter  203 
of  the  Acts  of  1955  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland. 

Whereas,  By  Chapter  203  of  the  Acts  of  1955  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  construct  a  line  or  lines  and  other  ap- 
purtenant facilities  through  Baltimore  City,  Balti- 
more County,  Harford  County,  or  any  other  county 
in  the  State  of  Maryland,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
ducting water  from  the  Susquehanna  River  to  the 
City  of  Baltimore  and  its  environs  to  augment,  en- 
large and  improve  the  water  supply  of  Baltimore

Whereas,  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more has  determined  that  it  is  necessary  to  increase 
its  water  supply  and  therefore  desires  to  exercise 
the  powers  conferred  upon  it  by  said  Chapter  203 
of  the  Acts  of  1955  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland,  and  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of 
an  additional  water  supply  system  from  the  Susque- 
hanna River  and  to  acquire  by  condemnation  or 
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otherwise  all  necessary  rights  and  interests  there- 
for. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Ordinance  No.  1284,  ap-

other  interest  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  in 
land  or  property  of  any  kind,  public,  quasi-public 
or  private,  situate  in  Baltimore  City,  the  Eleventh 
and  Fourteenth  Districts  of  Baltimore  County,  the 
First,  Second,  Fourth  and  Fifth  Districts  of  Har-

General  Assembly  of  Maryland,"  be  and  it  is  hereby 
repealed. 
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Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  any  person  or 
persons  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  of 
Baltimore  City,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  are  hereby 
authorized  to  negotiate  for,  and  to  acquire  on  be- 
half of,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
and  for  the  purposes  described  in  this  ordinance, 
the  fee  simple  interests  and  other  interests,  rights, 
franchises,  privileges,  easements,  water  rights,  and 
rights-of-way  in  and  to  any  lands,  properties  and 
waters  of  any  kind  and  nature,  public,  quasi-public 
or  private,  located  in  Baltimore  City,  the  11th  and 
14th  Districts  of  Baltimore  County,  the  First,  Sec- 
ond, Fourth  and  Fifth  Districts  of  Harford  County, 
and  elsewhere  in  either  of  said  City  and  Counties, 
or  in  any  other  county  of  the  State  of  Maryland, 
including  the  Susquehanna  River  situate  in  the 
State  of  Maryland,  upon  such  terms,  conditions, 
agreements,  undertakings,  reservations,  payments 
and  compensation  as  may  be  approved  and  ratified 
by  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore  City,  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  water  from  the  Susquehanna 
River  for  the  transmission  and  distribution  of  the 
same  as  an  additional  water  supply  for  Baltimore 
City  and  its  environs,  and  for  the  construction,  oper- 
ation and  maintenance  of  all  intake  facilities,  tun- 
nels, conduits,  pipes,  reservoirs,  lakes,  pumping  sta- 
tions, buildings  and  other  facilities  appropriate 
thereto,  all  in  accordance  with  and  in  furtherance  of 
the  authority  and  powers  which  are  more  fully  and 
specifically  set  out  in  Chapter  203  of  the  Acts  of 
1955  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  the  per- 
son or  persons  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Estimates 
to  negotiate  for  the  acquisition  of  said  rights,  in- 
terests,   franchises,    privileges,    easements,    water

rights  and  rights-of-way  are  unable  to  agree  with

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  pro- 
ceeds of  sale  of  the  certificates  of  indebtedness  here- 
by authorized  to  be  issued,  not  exceeding  the  par 
value  thereof  shall  be  used  for  the  acquisition,  by 
purchase,  condemnation  or  any  other  legal  means,  of

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain  with  amend- 
ments Sections  9  and  12  of  Article  14A  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Hu- 
man Relations",  sub-title  "Baltimore  Equal  Em- 
ployment Opportunity  Commission'',  as  said  sec- 
tions were  ordained  by  Ordinance  379,  approved 
April  18,  1956;  to  repeal  Section  13  of  said  Article 
and  sub-title  and  to  ordain  in  lieu  thereof  new 
Sections  13,  14,  15,  16  and  17,  to  stand  in  the 
place  of  the  section  so  repealed,  relating  to  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  Baltimore  Equal  Em- 
ployment Opportunity  Commission,  redefining  the 
word  "employer"  with  respect  to  the  work  of  said 
Commission,  amending  the  provisions  applicable 
to  investigations,  hearings  and  enforcement  of 
said  Commission,  and  relating  generally  to  the 
Baltimore  Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Com- 
mission. 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  9  and  12  of  Ar- 
ticle 14A  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition), 
title  "Human  Relations",  sub-title  "Baltimore  Equal 
Employment  Opportunity  Commission",  as  said  sec- 
tions were  ordained  by  Ordinance  379,  approved 
April  18,  1956,  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed  and 
reordained  with  amendments;  and  that  Section  13 
of  said  Article  and  sub-title  be  and  it  is  hereby  re- 
pealed, and  that  new  Sections  13,  14,  15,  16  and  17 
be  and  they  are  hereby  ordained,  to  stand  in  the 
place  of  the  section  so  repealed,  and  all  to  read  as 
follows : 

9.  Definitions.  The  term  "person",  as  used  in  this 
ordinance,  shall  include  an  individual,  partnership, 
corporation,  union  or  association,  including  those 
acting  in  a  fiduciary  or  representative  capacity, 
whether  appointed  by  a  court  or  otherwise.  When- 
ever used  in  any  clause  prescribing  and  imposing  a 
penalty,  the  term  "person",  as  applied  to  partner- 
ships, unions  or  associations,  shall  mean  the  part- 
ners or  members  thereof  and  as  applied  to  corpora- 
tions, the  officers  thereof.  The  singular  shall  include 
the  plural  and  the  masculine  shall  include  the  femi- 
nine and  neuter. 

•»•"  The  term  "employer",  as  used  in  this  ordinance 

shall  include  every  person,  as  hereinabove  defined, 
who  employes  fifteen  or  more  employees,  exclusive 
of  parents,  spouse  or  children  of  such  person.  The 
term,  however,  shall  not  include  fraternal,  sec- 
tarian, charitable,  religious  or  private  educational 
organizations,  but  shall  include  any  governmental 
unit,  agency  or  employee  as  to  which  the  City  has 
the  power  to  legislate. 

The  term  "labor  organization"  shall  include  any 
organization  which  exists  for  the  purpose,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  of  collective  bargaining  or  of  dealing 
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with  employers  concerning  grievances,  terms  or 
conditions  of  employment  or  of  other  mutual  aid 
or  protection  in  relation  to  employment. 

The  term  "employment  agency"  shall  include  every 
person,  as  hereinabove  defined,  regularly  under- 
taking in  this  City,  with  or  without  compensation, 
to  procure  opportunities  to  work  or  to  procure,  re- 
cruit, refer,  or  place  employees. 

The  term  ''employment"  shall  not  include  the  em- 
ployment of  individuals  as  domestic  servants  nor 
the  employment  of  individuals  to  serve  in  personal 
and  confidential  positions. 

The  term  "Commission"  means  the  Baltimore 
Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission  cre- 
ated herein. 

12.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  is  authorized  to  and  shall: 

(a)  Formulate  and  carry  out  a  comprehensive 
educational  program  designed  to  eliminate  and  pre- 
vent prejudice  and  discrimination  based  upon  race, 
color,  religion,  national  origin  or  ancestry. 

(b)  Receive  and  investigate  and  seek  to  adjust 
all  complaints  of  unfair  employment  practices  for- 
bidden by  this  ordinance,  but  no  complaint  shall  be 
received  unless  made  to  the  commission  within 
thirty  days  of  such  alleged  unfair  practice. 

(c)  Make  and  publish,  after  a  public  hearing,  ap- 
propriate findings  as  a  result  of  its  investigations. 

(d)  From  time  to  time  but  not  less  than  once  a 
year,  render  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  a  writ- 
ten report  of  its  actiAdties  and  recommendations. 

(e)  Adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  functions  of  the  commis- 
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sion  and  to  effectuate  the  purposes  and  provisions  of 
this  sub-title. 

(f)  Consult  with  such  advisory  agencies  and  con- 
ciliation councils  as  will  aid  in  effectuating  the  pur- 
poses of  this  sub-title. 

(g)  Have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  issue 
subpoenas  to  compel  the  attendance  and  testimony 
of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers, 
records  and  documents  relevant  or  necessary  for  its 
investigations  and  proceedings,  the  same  to  be 
served  by  the  Sheriff  of  Baltimore  City  or  any  of  his 
deputies.  In  case  of  disobedience  to  a  subpoena,  the 
Commission  may  apply  to  the  Court  of  Appropriate 
Jurisdiction  of  Baltimore  City  for  an  order  requir- 
ing the  attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  and 
the  production  of  books,  papers,  records  and  docu- 
ments. The  Court  of  Appropriate  Jurisdiction  of 
Baltimore  City  may,  in  case  of  contumacy  or  re- 
fusal to  obey  a  subpoena  for  the  attendance  and 
testimony  of  a  witness,  or  the  production  of  books, 
papers,  records  and  documents,  after  notice  to  the 
person  subpoenaed  as  a  witness  or  directed  to  pro- 

<'  duce  books,   papers,   records  and   documents   and, 

upon  finding  that  the  attendance  and  testimony  of 
gm.t:,  such  witness,  or  the  production  of  such  books,  pa- 

•••"'  pers,  records  and  documents,  as  the  case  may  be, 

is  relevant  or  necessary  for  the  investigations  and 
proceedings  of  the  Commission,  issue  an  order  re- 
quiring the  attendance  and  testimony  of  such  wit- 
ness and  the  production  of  such  books,  papers,  rec- 
ords and  documents,  and  any  failure  to  obey  such 
order  of  the  Court  of  Appropriate  Jurisdiction  of 
Baltimore  City  may  be  punished  by  such  Court  as 
a  contempt  thereof. 

13.  Complaints. 

(a)  Any  person  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  by  an 
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alleged  unfair  practice  may,  by  himself  or  his  at- 
torney, make,  sign,  and  file  with  the  Commission  a 
complaint  in  writing  under  oath.  The  complaint 
shall  state  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  al- 
leged to  have  committed  the  unfair  practice  and  the 
particulars  thereof,  and  contain  such  other  informa- 
tion as  may  be  required  by  the  Commission. 

(b)  Whenever  it  has  reason  to  believe  that  any 
person  has  been  engaged  or  is  engaging  in  any  un- 
fair practice,  the  Commission  may  issue  a  complaint. 

(c)  Any  employer  or  principal  whose  employees, 
or  agents,  of  any  of  them,  refuse  or  threaten  to  re- 
fuse to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title, 
may  file  with  the  Commission  a  written  complaint 
under  oath  asking  for  assistance  by  conciliation  or 
other  remedial  action. 

14.  Investigations. 

(a)  After  the  filing  of  any  complaint,  the  Com- 
mission shall  consider  such  complaint  and  where 
the  Commission  by  majority  vote  shall  deem  it  neces- 
sary it  will  refer  the  complaint,  in  its  discretion, 
to  the  appropriate  section  of  the  Commission's  staff 
for  prompt  investigation  and  ascertainment  of  the 
facts.  The  results  of  the  investigation  shall  be  re- 
duced to  written  findings  of  fact.  A  copy  of  said 
findings  shall  be  furnished  to  the  complainant  and 
to  the  person  named  in  such  complaint,  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  respondent. 

(b)  If  the  finding  is  made  that  there  is  reasonable 
cause  for  believing  that  an  unfair  practice  has  been 
or  is  being  committed,  the  Commission's  staff  shall 
immediately  endeavor  to  eliminate  the  unfair  prac- 
tice by  conference,  conciliation  and  persuasion. 

(c)  If  an  agreement  is  reached  for  the  elimina- 
tion of  such  unfair  practice  as  a  result  of  such  con- 
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ference,  conciliation  and  persuasion,  the  agreement 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  re- 
spondent, and  an  order  shall  be  entered  by  the  Com- 
mission setting  forth  the  terms  of  said  agreement. 
No  order  shall  be  entered  by  the  Commission  at  this 
stage  of  the  proceedings  except  upon  such  written 
agreement.  If  no  such  agi^eement  can  be  reached, 
a  finding  to  that  effect  shall  be  made  and  reduced  to 
writing,  with  a  copy  thereof  furnished  to  the  com- 
plainant and  the  respondent. 

(d)  Neither  the  Commission  nor  its  staff  shall 
disclose  what  has  transpired  during  the  course  of 
any  investigation;  nor  shall  any  publicity  be  given 
to  any  negotiations  or  to  the  fact  that  a  complaint 
has  been  filed. 

15.  Hearings. 

(a)  In  case  of  failure  to  reach  an  agreement  for 
the  elimination  of  such  unfair  practice,  and  upon 
the  entry  of  findings  to  that  effect,  the  entire  file, 
including  the  complaint  and  any  and  all  findings 
made,  shall  be  certified  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mission. The  Chairman  of  the  Commission,  shall 
thereupon  appoint  a  hearing  tribunal  of  three  or 
more  persons,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  Com- 

jtiS'  mission,  acting  in  the  name  of  the  Commission,  to 

hear  the  complaint  and  shall  cause  to  be  issued  and 
served  in  the  name  of  the  Commission  a  written 
notice,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  complaint,  as  the 
same  may  have  been  amended,  requiring  the  re- 
spondent to  answer  the  charges  of  the  complaint  at 
a  public  hearing  before  such  tribunal,  at  a  time  and 
place  to  be  specified  in  such  notice. 

(b)  The  respondent  may  file  a  written  answer  to 
the  complaint  and  appear  at  the  hearing  in  person 
or  otherwise,  with  or  without  counsel,  and  submit 
testimony  and  be  fully  heard  and  otherwise  examine 
and  cross  examine  witnesses. 
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(c)  The  tribunal  conducting  any  hearing  may 
permit  reasonable  amendment  to  any  complaint  or 
answer.  Testimony  taken  at  the  hearing  shall  be 
under  oath  and  recorded. 

(d)  If,  upon  all  the  evidence,  the  tribunal  finds 
that  the  respondent  has  engaged  in  any  unfair  prac- 
tice, it  shall  state  its  findings  and  recommendations 
thereto  and  certify  the  same  to  the  Commission. 
The  Commission  shall  issue  and  cause  to  be  served 
on  such  respondent  an  order  requiring  such  respond- 
ent to  cease  and  desist  from  such  unfair  practice 
and  to  take  such  affirmative  action  as  will  effectuate 
the  purpose  of  this  sub-title. 

(e)  If,  upon  all  the  evidence,  the  tribunal  finds 
that  the  respondent  has  not  engaged  in  any  alleged 
unfair  practice,  it  shall  state  its  findings  of  fact  and 
shall  similarly  issue  and  file  an  order  dismissing  the 
complaint. 

16.  Enforcement. 

(a)  In  the  event  any  respondent  refuses  to  com- 
ply with  an  order  of  the  Commission  (as  to  any 
matter  other  than  those  covered  by  Section  12  (g) 
of  this  sub-title),  the  Commission  may  certify  the 
matter  to  the  City  Law  Department. 

(b)  The  City  Law  Department  shall  proceed,  in 
the  name  of  the  City,  no  less  than  20  days  and  no 
more  than  40  days  thereafter,  to  invoke  the  aid  of 
an  appropriate  court  to  secure  compliance  with  the 
Commission's  order  and  with  the  provisions  of  this 
sub-title.  The  Court  shall  have  power  to  grant  such 
temporary  relief  or  restraining  order  as  it  deems 
just  and  proper  and  to  make  and  enter  an  order  en- 
forcing, modifying,  and  enforcing,  as  so  modified, 
or  setting  aside  in  whole  or  in  part  the  order  of  the 
Commission.

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17.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
are  severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause, 
section  or  part  thereof  shall  be  held  illegal,  invalid 
or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person 
or  circumstance,  such  illegality,  invalidity,  uncon- 
stitutionality or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences, 
clauses,  sections  or  parts  of  the  ordinance  or  their 
application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this 
ordinance  would  have  been  adopted  if  such  illegal, 
invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence, 
clause,  section,  or  part  had  not  been  included  therein 
and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to  which  the  or- 
dinance or  any  part  thereof  is  inapplicable  had  been 
specifically  exempted  therefrom. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordi- 
nance shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Real 
Estate  Acquisition  Division  of  the  Department  of 
the  Comptroller  or  the  person  or  persons  and  in  such

cerning the  business  of  collecting,  selling  and 
offering  for  sale  certain  second-hand  materials 
and  merchandise;  relating  generally  to  the  ad-

ment of  these  ordinances;  and  generally  relating 
to  the  collection,  transporting,  carrying,  sale  or 
offer  for  sale  of  certain  waste  or  second-hand  mer- 
chandise in  this  City.

"Police",  sub-title  "Second-Hand  Merchandise",  be

and  they  are  hereby  repealed ;  and  that  new  Sections 
78-82  inclusive  in  said  Article  24,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  ordained,  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the  sections 
from  Article  24  so  repealed,  to  be  under  the  new 
sub-heading  "Junk  Collectors  and  Haulers",  and  all 
to  read  as  follows: 

Junk  Collectors  and  Haulers 

78.  (a)  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  who  is  de- 
fined herein  as  a  scavenger  or  as  an  itinerant  in- 
dependent junk  collector  (1)  to  remove  from  any 
premises  in  the  City,  or  transport  or  carry  through 
any  street,  lane  or  alley  within  the  City  any  waste, 
garbage,  rubbish  or  refuse  of  any  kind,  or  (2)  to 
sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  second-hand  heating,  plumb- 
ing fixtures  or  supplies,  electrical  fixtures  or  wiring, 
gas  fixtures  or  appliances,  water  faucets,  pipes,  locks, 
bathtubs  or  any  other  material  of  any  kind,  without 
having  first  obtained  a  permit  from  the  Police  Com- 
missioner of  Baltimore  City  for  such  removal,  trans- 
porting, carrying,  selling  or  offering  for  sale.  A 
single  permit  covers  any  or  all  of  the  activities 
enumerated  in  this  sub-section. 

(b)  The  fee  for  any  such  permit  is  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  ($5.00),  and  there  is  no  additional  fee  for 
any  vehicle  to  be  used  for  such  removal,  transport- 
ing, carrying,  selling  or  offering  for  sale. 

(c)  The  Police  Commissioner  shall  prepare  the 
application  forms,  permits  and  tags  necessary  for 
the  administration  and  enforcement  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  sub-heading.  Upon  compliance  with 
the  several  provisions  of  this  sub-heading,  he  shall 
issue  a  permit  to  each  applicant  and  in  addition 
thereto,  a  tag  to  be  affixed  to  each  vehicle  used  in 
said  work.  Such  permits  and  tags  shall  be  issued 
for  periods  of  one  year  each  beginning  as  of  Janu- 
ary 1  and  ending  as  of  December  31  for  each  year. 
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(d)  Permits  and  tags  are  non-transferable  and 
there  shall  be  no  reduction  in  the  permit  fee  for 
portions  of  a  year.  Each  permit  shall  be  numbered 
by  the  Police  Commissioner  and  shall  contain  a  pic- 
ture of  the  applicant,  together  with  his  name,  ad- 
dress, finger  prints  and  general  physical  descrip- 
tion. The  permit  shall  be  kept  in  the  possession  of 
the  permit  holder  at  all  times  that  he  is  engaged 
in  said  work,  and  shall  be  exhibited  to  any  citizen 
or  police  officer  demanding  such  exhibition.  The  tag 
for  a  vehicle  shall  be  attached  thereto  in  such  man- 
ner and  place  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Police 
Commissioner  from  time  to  time. 

(e)  The  Police  Commissioner  shall  grant  every 
permit  and  tag  applied  for  when  in  his  discretion 
and  judgment  the  public  health,  safety  or  security 
will  not  suffer  thereby.  He  may  refuse  to  issue  a 
permit  or  vehicle  tag  and  may  revoke  any  permit  or 
tag  already  issued  when,  in  his  discretion  and 
judgment,  it  appears  that  the  public  health,  safety 
or  security  will  suffer  by  the  continuance  of  such 
permit  and  tag,  or  either  of  them.  The  Police  Com- 
missioner may  also  refuse  to  issue  a  permit  or  tag, 
or  may  revoke  a  permit  or  tag  already  issued  to 
any  person  who,  within  the  preceding  five  years,  has 
been  convicted  of  stealing,  larceny,  burglary,  or 
receiving  stolen  goods. 

79.  (a)  For  the  purposes  of  this  sub-heading,  a 
"scavenger"  is  defined  as  one  whose  actions  within 
the  scope  of  this  sub-heading  are  not  controlled  by 
any  regularly  licensed  scrapyard,  waste  material 
dealer,  junk  yard  or  either  of  them ;  and  an  * 'itiner- 
ant independent  junk  collector**  is  a  collector  of 
junk  who  does  not  have  an  established  place  of 
business  within  the  limits  of  Baltimore   City. 

(b)  This  sub-heading  is  effective  only  as  to  col- 
lections made  within  the  limits  of  Baltimore  City. 
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(c)  The  term  "vehicle"  for  the  purposes  of  this 
sub-heading  includes  carts,  drays,  and  other  non- 
motor  vehicles  as  well  as  motor  vehicles. 

(d)  The  provisions  of  this  sub-heading  do  not 
apply  to  or  affect  the  sale  of  (1)  such  second-hand 
articles  as  are  listed  in  Section  78  and  are  taken 
from  premises  occupied  by  an  owner  and  are  sold 
by  an  owner  on  the  premises;  or  (2)  any  sale  by  a 
public  utility  corporation,  governmental  agency, 
regularly  licensed  junk  dealer,  industrial  plant,  li- 
censed electrical  or  plumbing  contractor,  charitable 
organization,  church  or  religious  organization,  or 
boy  scout  troop  or  unit. 

(e)  The  provisions  of  this  sub-heading  shall  not 
apply  to : 

(1)  Any  City  department  or  its  employees; 

(2)  any  person,  or  his  employees,  under  contract 
with  the  City  to  perform  such  work ; 

(3)  any  owner  or  occupant  of  property  engaged 
in  so  removing  or  transporting  such  materials  from 
premises  owned  or  occupied  by  him. 

80.  The  license  provided  in  this  section  applies 
and  is  usable  only  during  the  hours  from  7:00 
o'clock  a.m.  to  8:00  o'clock  p.m.,  during  the  period 
from  May  1  to  September  30,  inclusive,  in  any  year ; 
and  during  the  period  from  October  1  to  April  30, 
inclusive,  in  any  year,  this  license  applies  and  is 
usable  only  during  the  hours  from  7 :00  o'clock  a.m. 
to  6 :00  o'clock  p.m.  However,  as  to  transporters  or 
collectors  having  an  established  place  of  business 
within  Baltimore  City  or  an  adjacent  county,  and 
upon  a  finding  that  the  restrictions  as  to  hours  which 
are  specified  in  this  sub-section  would  be  a  public 
hazard,  public  health  menace,  or  unjust  hardship, 
the  Police  Commissioner  is  authorized  to  issue  spe- 
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cial  permission  to  a  licensee  for  exercising  the 
powers  covered  by  the  license  during  a  period  or 
periods  other  than  those  specified.  The  provisions 
of  this  sub-section  apply  also  to  persons  in  the  ac- 
tivities described  in  this  sub-heading  but  who  are 
not  required  to  have  a  permit  thereunder. 

81.  Every  vehicle  used  in  the  activities  specified 
in  this  sub-heading,  including  all  vehicles  which  are 
so  used  even  if  the  operator  is  not  required  by  this 
sub-heading  to  have  a  permit  thereunder  and  even 
if  the  vehicle  is  not  required  by  this  sub-heading  to 
be  tagged  thereunder,  shall  have  a  cover  securely 
fastened  to  it  or  have  the  paper,  trash,  rubbish  or 
other  contents  securely  tied  in  bundles,  in  order  to 
prevent  these  contents  or  any  part  of  them  from 
being  scattered  on  the  streets  and  public  places  of 
the  City.  The  Police  Commissioner  has  authority 
under  this  section  to  prescribe  the  type  and  manner 
of  covers  and  of  tied  bundles  that  may  be  used  for 
the  purposes  of  this  section. 

82.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  sub-heading,  including  without  being  re- 
stricted to  a  failure  to  obtain  a  permit  or  vehicle 
tag  under  this  sub-heading,  is  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor. Upon  conviction  thereof,  he  is  subject  to 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.)

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  Section  22A  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  added  to  Article  19  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Licenses", 
sub-title  "Dogs  and  Cats",  to  follow  immediately 
after  Section  22  thereof  and  to  read  as  follows: 

22A. 

A  fee  is  imposed  in  the  amount  of  one  dollar 
($1.00)  for  every  dead  dog  or  dead  cat  that  is 
removed  or  disposed  of  by  the  Municipal  Animal 
Shelter,  or  by  any  other  agency  or  employee  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from  the 
premises  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  private  animal 
hospital,  veterinarian's  office,  or  society  for  the 
prevention  of  cruelty  to  animals,  or  similar  pri- 
vate institution,  society  or  agency.  The  Municipal 
Animal  Shelter  or  other  agency  of  the  Mayor  and 
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City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  adopt  and  promulgate  rules  and  regu- 
lations from  time  to  time  to  assure  the  prompt 
and  efficient  collection  of  and  accounting  for  the 
fee  so  imposed.  The  Municipal  Animal  Shelter  or 
other  agency  or  employee  shall  not  remove  or  dis- 
pose of  any  such  dead  dog  or  dead  cat  without 
the  payment  of  the  fee  imposed  and  the  compliance 
with  any  such  rules  and  regulations  so  adopted  and 
promulgated. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordi- 
nance shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  passage.

incompatible  use  and  the  requirements  as  set  forth 
in  said  notice  have  not  been  met ; 

(e)  Any  property  in  the  Project  Area  containing 
a  non-conforming  use  if  12  months  have  elapsed 
since  receipt  by  the  owner  of  such  property  of  the 
initial  notice  from  the  Baltimore  Urban  Renewal 
and  Housing  Agency  requiring  the  owner  of  such 
property  to  enter  into  agreement  with  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  subject  such  prop- 
erty by  covenants  running  with  the  land  to  the  land 
uses  specified  in  Section  C-2-a-(2)  and  in  Section 
C-2-a-(3)  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  the  re- 
quirements of  such  notice  have  not  been  met ; 

(f)  Any  property  located  within  the  commercial 
use  areas  of  the  Project  Area  if  12  months  have

house,  lodging  house  or  hotel  shall  supply  heat  to 
every  habitable  room  so  as  to  provide  a  temperature 
of  70  degrees  Fahrenheit  three  feet  from  the  floor 
if  at  all  times  during  the  period  from  October  1  to 

ft'  May  1,  except  on  those  calendar  days  when  the  mini- 

^Cn'i  mum    outside    temperature    exceeds    GO     degrees 

Fahrenheit. 


(b)  Every  habitable  room  of  every  structure  shall 
contain  at  least  two  separate  duplex  convenience 
electrical  outlets  except  that  any  room  with  a  perim- 
eter of  over  fifty  feet  shall  contain  at  least  three 
separate  duplex  convenience  electrical  outlets. 
Every  toilet  room,  bathroom,  laundry  room,  furnace 
room,  and  public  hall  shall  contain  at  least  one  sup- 
plied ceiling  or  wall-type  electric  light  fixture  and 
necessary  outlets  for  such  appliances  as  are  used 
therein.  Outlets  shall  be  so  located  as  reasonably 
to  provide  service  to  appliances  in  different  parts 
of  the  room. 
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(c)  No  room  in  any  basement  or  cellar  shall  be 
occupied  as  a  habitable  room  unless  70%  of  the  re- 
quired window  area  for  light  and  ventilation  as  set 
forth  in  Regulation  6  of  "The  Rules  and  Regulations 
Governing  the  Hygiene  of  Housing"  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Health  Department  shall  be  above  the  ground 
level. 

(d)  All  windows  must  be  tight  fitting  and  have 
sashes  of  proper  size  and  design.  Sashes  with  rotten 
wood,  broken  joints,  or  broken  or  loose  millions  shall 
be  replaced. 

(e)  Work  performed  in  complying  with  the  Re- 
newal Plan  for  Harlem  Park  Project  H,  including 
but  not  limited  to  the  requirements  of  the  Health 
Department,  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  Plumb- 
ing Division  of  the  Health  Department,  Zoning  Divi- 
sion of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  Mechani- 
cal and  Electrical  Inspection  Division  of  the  Bureau 
of  Building  Inspection,  and  Fire  Department  in  re- 
spect to  minimum  housing  standards,  shall  be  done 
in  workmanlike  manner  and  according  to  accepted 
standards  of  the  building  trades. 

(f)  Every  structure,  including  accessory  struc- 
tures, and  every  residential  unit  and  every  non-resi- 
dential unit  therein  and  every  part  thereof,  includ- 
ing fences,  shall  be  maintained  in  good  repair  by  the 
owner,  executor,  administrator,  trustee,  guardian, 
or  agent.  Good  repair  shall  include  keeping  properly 
painted  all  interior  and  exterior  surfaces  which  are 
painted  in  normal  practice.  Any  flaking  paint  shall 
be  removed.  All  lead  base  paint  shall  be  removed 
from  interior  surfaces  before  repainting. 

(g)  All  of  the  provisions  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  of  1950,  as  amended  thereafter,  and  all  regu- 
lations promulgated  pursuant  thereto  and  all  of  the 
provisions  of  (a)  to  (f)  above,  which  apply  to  the 
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exterior    of   a    property,    shall    be    complied    with 
whether  the  property  is  occupied  or  vacant. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  per- 
son violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  Section  6  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  One  Hundred 
Dollars  ($100.00)  and  each  day's  violation  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Real 
Estate  Acquisition  Division  of  the  Department  of 
the  Comptroller  or  the  person  or  persons  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  Board  of  Estimates,  in  the  exercise 
of  the  power  vested  in  it  by  Section  39  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Charter,  may  hereafter  from  time  to  time 
designate,  is  or  are  authorized  to  acquire  on  behalf 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  for 
the  purposes  described  in  this  ordinance  the  fee 
simple  interest  or  any  lesser  interest  in  and  to  the 
properties  or  portions  thereof  hereinabove  men- 
tioned.

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  the 
event  it  be  judicially  determined  that  any  word, 
phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section  or  part 
in  or  of  this  Ordinance  or  the  application  thereof 
to  any  person  or  circumstances  is  invalid,  the  re- 
maining provisions  and  the  application  of  such  pro- 
visions to  other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not 
be  affected  thereby,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
hereby  declaring  that  they  would  have  ordained  the 
remaining  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  without  the 
word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section 
or  part  of  the  application  thereof  so  held  invalid. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this 
Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

Real  estate  shall  include  lease- 
holds and  all  other  interests  in  real  property. 
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(2)  Any  person,  partnership,  association  or  cor- 
poration who  for  another  in  consideration  of  com- 
pensation by  fee,  commission,  salary  or  otherwise  or 
with  the  intention  or  in  the  expectation  or  upon  the 
promise  of  receiving  or  collecting  a  fee,  does,  of- 
fers, or  attempts,  or  agrees  to  do,  engages  in  or 
offers  or  attempts  or  agrees  to  engage  in,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  any  single  act  or  transaction 
contained  in  the  definition  of  real  estate  broker  or 
real  estate  salesman  in  this  section,  whether  said 
act  be  an  incidental  part  of  a  transaction  or  the 
entire  transaction,  shall  be  deemed  a  real  estate 
broker  or  real  estate  salesman  within  the  meaning 
of  this  ordinance. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  definitions 
the  terms  real  estate  broker  and  real  estate  sales- 
man shall  not  include:  receivers,  trustees,  adminis- 
trators, executors,  guardians  or  other  persons  ap- 
pointed by  or  acting  under  the  judgment  of  or  order 
of  any  court;  public  officers  while  performing  their 
official  duties  as  such;  any  bank,  trust  company  or 
mortgage  loan  institution  organized  under  the  laws 
of  this  State  or  the  United  States  with  respect  to 
the  management  or  sale  of  any  property  acquired 
through  or  in  connection  with  mortgage  foreclos- 
ures; investment  homebuilders  with  respect  to  the 
sale  or  rental  of  housing  constructed  by  them;  at- 
torneys-at-law  who  are  not  regularly  engaged  in 
the  real  estate  business  and  who  do  not  hold  them- 
selves out  by  sign,  advertisement  or  otherwise  as 
offering  to  the  general  public  the  services  authorized 
to  be  performed  by  real  estate  brokers  and  pursuant 
to  the  real  estate  licensing  law  of  Maryland,  Code 
1957  Edition,  Article  56,  Section  212,  etc.;  and 
any  person  holding  in  good  faith  a  duly  executed 
power  of  attorney  from  the  actual  owner  author-

"'"'  or  fail  to  promptly  furnish  a  duplicate  copy  of  all 

listing  contracts  to  sell  or  rent  property  or  of  any 
lease  or  contract  or  sale  when  prepared  by  a  real 
estate  broker  to  all  parties  to  any  such  contracts  or 
leases,  or  fail  to  retain  a  copy  of  such  contract. 
Nothing  in  this  sub-section  shall  be  construed  to 
authorize  any  such  broker  or  salesman  personally 
to  prepare  any  such  legal  paper  in  his  practice. 

(5)  Fail  to  disclose  to  any  person  with  whom  the 
broker  or  salesman  is  dealing  any  material  fact  or 
information  within  the  knowledge  of  the  broker  or 
salesman  concerning  or  relating  to  the  property 
with  which  the  broker  or  salesman  is  dealing. 
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(6)  Make  any  untrue  or  misleading  statement  in 
any  attempt  to  obtain  a  listing  of  real  property  for 
sale,  knowing  such  statement  to  be  false  or  mis- 
leading, or  knowing  that  the  broker  or  salesman 
making  the  statement  has  insufficient  knowledge  of 
its  truth,  or  falsity  to  warrant  making  the  state- 
ment. 

(7)  Accept  a  listing  contract  to  sell  property  un- 
less such  contract  provides  for  a  definite  termina- 
tion date  without  notice  from  either  party,  or  ac- 
cept any  listing  contract  which  provides  for  a  net 
return  to  the  vendor  leaving  the  broker  or  salesman 
free  to  sell  property  and  retain  any  excess  over  the 
price  named  by  the  vendor. 

(8)  Pay  or  receive  any  rebate,  compensation  or 
commission  from  any  person  whatever  except  the 
seller  of  the  real  estate  without  the  prior  knowledge 
and  consent  of  all  parties  to  the  transaction.

property,  or  advertising  or  offering  "free  ap- 
praisals" unless  the  advertiser  is  equipped  and 
stands  ready  to  appraise  real  estate  to  any  person 
requesting  such  an  appraisal  free  of  charge  re- 
gardless of  the  purpose  for  which  such  appraisal  is 
requested.

(3)  The  words  "Criminal  case"  or  "Criminal 
cases",  wherever  used  in  this  sub-title,  shall  be 
taken  to  include  cases  involving  the  violation  of  any 
traffic  law,  ordinance  or  regulation.  The  phrase 
"Court  having  criminal  jurisdiction",  wherever  used 
in  this  sub-title,  shall  be  taken  to  include  the  Crimi- 
nal Court  of  Baltimore  City,  the  Traffic  Court  of 
Baltimore  City,  the  Police  Courts  of  Baltimore  City 
and  the  Magistrates  or  Justices  of  the  Peace  as- 
signed to  said  Courts.

"Health'^  subtitle  "Dairy  Farm  Permits''  and  to 
enact  a  new  Section  34  in  lieu  thereof,  amending 
the  requirements  for  a  dairy  farm  permit  and 
prescribing  an  annual  fee  for  the  issuance  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  34  of  Article  12 
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of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
''Health",  subtitle  ''Dairy  Farm  Permits"  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed  and  a  new  Section  34  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  enacted  in  lieu  thereof  to 
read  as  follows: 

(a)  No  person  shall  bring  or  send  into  the  City 
of  Baltimore  for  sale  any  milk  or  cream  without  a 
dairy  farm  permit  from  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
so  to  do.  Application  for  said  permit  shall  be  made 
in  writing  upon  a  form  prescribed  by  said  Commis- 
sioner and  shall  be  accompanied  by  such  detailed 
description  of  the  dairy  farm  or  dairy  where  said 
milk  or  cream  is  produced  or  stored  as  said  Commis- 
sioner may  require. 

(b)  A  permit  fee  of  Fifteen  Dollars  ($15.00) 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Commissioner  of  Health  by  each 
applicant  for  a  dairy  farm  permit,  whether  it  be  for 
an  original  permit  or  for  a  renewal  thereof. 

(c)  The  filing  of  the  application  shall  be  suffi- 
cient authority  for  the  Commissioner  of  Health  to 
cause  the  dairy  herd  and  premises  of  the  applicant 
to  be  inspected.  The  dairy  farm  permit  shall  be 
conspicuously  displayed  in  the  dairy  house  and  shall 
expire  on  December  31  of  the  year  issued. 

(d)  The  dairy  farm  permit  may  be  revoked  at 
any  time  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  for  failure 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  subtitle  or 
with  any  rules  or  regulations  that  may  be  issued  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  in  accordance  with 
power  conferred  upon  him  by  law  or  ordinance.  No 
dealer,  person  or  corporation  shall  receive,  sell,  offer 
for  sale,  expose  for  sale,  dispose  of  or  exchange  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore  without  the  written  permis- 
sion of  the  Commissioner  of  Health  milk  or  cream 
which  has  been  produced  on  any  premises  for  which 
a  dairy  farm  permit  has  not  been  issued  or  applied 
for.

An  ordinance  to  add  Sections  101  to  108,  inclusive, 
to  Article  37  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Edition),  title  'Taxes",  to  be  under  the  new  sub- 
title ''Recordation  Tax",  to  follow  immediately 
after  Section  100  of  said  Article  37,  levying  and 
imposing  a  tax  upon  every  instrument  of  writing 
conveying  title  to  real  or  personal  property,  or 
creating  liens  or  incumbrances  upon  real  or  per- 
sonal property,  offered  for  record  and  recorded 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City;  providing  for 
certain  exemptions  from  said  tax;  providing  for 
the  method  and  procedure  for  the  payment  and 
collection  of  said  tax;  providing  for  the  admini- 
stration and  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance;  conferring  and  imposing  certain 
powers  and  duties  on  the  City  Treasurer;  pro- 
viding for  certain  appeals  to  the  Board  of  Muni- 
cipal and  Zoning  Appeals;  and  providing  penal- 
ties in  connection  with  the  evasion  of  said  tax  or 
forging  or  counterfeiting  certain  things  or  doing 
certain  other  acts  or  things  or  for  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  1.    Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
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Council  of  Baltimore,  That  new  Sections  101  to  108, 
inclusive,  be  and  they  are  hereby  added  to  Article 
37  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Taxes",  to  be  under  the  new  subtitle  ''Recordation 
Tax",  all  to  follow  immediately  after  Section  100 
of  said  Article  37,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

Recordation  Tax 

101.  (a)  A  tax  is  hereby  imposed  upon  every 
instrument  of  writing  conveying  title  to  real  or 
personal  property,  or  creating  liens  or  incumbrances 
upon  real  or  personal  property,  offered  for  record 
and  recorded  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  provided 
that  conveyances  to  the  State  of  Maryland  or  any 
agency  thereof  or  any  political  subdivision  of  the 
State  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  tax  or  charge  im- 
posed by  this  subtitle.  The  term  ''instruments  of 
writing"  shall  include  deeds,  mortgages,  chattel 
mortgages,  bills  of  sale,  leases,  deeds  of  trust,  con- 
tracts and  agreements,  but  shall  not  include  me- 
chanics liens,  crop  liens,  purchase  money  mortgages, 
assignments  of  mortgages,  conditional  sales  con- 
tracts, judgments,  releases  or  orders  of  satisfaction. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  instruments  conveying  title  to 
property,  the  tax  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  $1.10  for 
each  $500.00  or  fractional  part  thereof  of  the  actual 
consideration  paid  or  to  be  paid;  in  the  case  of 
instruments  securing  a  debt,  the  tax  shall  be  at  the 
rate  of  $1.10  for  each  $500.00  of  the  principal 
amount  of  the  debt  secured. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  deeds  conveying  property 
lying  partly  within  and  partly  without  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  the  tax  shall  apply  only  to  such  propor- 
tion of  the  consideration  paid  or  to  be  paid  as  the 
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value  of  the  property  within  said  City  bears  to  the 
value  of  the  whole  property  conveyed. 

(d)  Upon  deeds  of  trust  or  mortgages  conveying 
property  lying  partly  within  and  partly  without  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  the  tax  shall  apply  only  to  such 
proportion  of  the  debt  secured  as  the  value  of  the 
property  within  said  City  bears  to  the  value  of  the 
whole  property  conveyed. 

(e)  Upon  deeds  of  trust,  mortgages,  contracts 
or  agreements  covering  the  rolling  stock  or  equip- 
ment of  railroads  (whether  the  title  is  reserved  in 
the  vendor  or  not),  the  tax  shall  apply  to  such  pro- 
portion of  the  debt  secured  as  the  number  of  miles 
of  the  line  of  such  railroad  in  the  City  of  Baltimore 
bears  to  the  number  of  miles  of  line  of  the  whole 
railroad. 

(f )  In  the  case  of  a  lease  creating  a  perpetually 
renewable  ground  rent,  the  tax  shall  be  based  upon 
the  capitalization  at  6%  of  the  annual  ground  rent, 
plus  the  actual  consideration,  other  than  the  ground 
rent,  paid  or  to  be  paid. 

(g)  In  the  case  of  a  lease  for  a  term  of  years, 
not  perpetually  renewable,  the  tax  shall  be  based 
upon  the  capitalization  at  10%  of  the  average  an- 
nual rental  over  the  entire  term  of  the  lease,  includ- 
ing any  renewal  term,  plus  the  actual  consideration, 
other  than  rent,  paid  or  to  be  paid.  Where  the 
average  annual  rental  cannot  be  determined  the  tax 
shall  be  based  upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  prop- 
erty covered  by  the  lease. 

(h)  No  tax  shall  be  required  for  the  recordation 
of  any  instrument  securing  a  debt  that  merely  con- 
firms, corrects,  modifies  or  supplements  an  instru- 
ment previously  recorded,  or  conveys  or  pledges 
property  in  addition  to,  or  in  substitution  for  the 
property  originally  conveyed   or  pledged,   if  such 
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supplemental  instrument  does  not  increase  the 
amount  of  the  debt  secured  by  the  instrument 
previously  recorded. 

(i)  No  tax  shall  be  required  for  the  recordation 
of  any  instrument,  other  than  an  instrument  secur- 
ing a  debt,  that  merely  confirms,  corrects,  modifies 
or  supplements  an  instrument  previously  recorded, 
if  there  is  no  actual  consideration  paid  or  to  be  paid 
for  the  execution  of  such  supplemental  instrument. 

(j)  Any  instrument,  or  counterpart  of  any  in- 
strument, previously  recorded,  may  be  recorded  in 
Baltimore  City,  or  in  more  than  one  place  in  the 
records  of  Baltimore  City,  without  the  payment  of 
a  tax. 

(k)  If  the  total  amount  of  the  debt  which  may 
become  secured  by  any  instrument  securing  a  debt 
shall  not  have  been  incurred  at  the  time  such  instru- 
ment is  offered  for  record,  the  tax  shall  be  computed 
solely  on  the  principal  amount  of  the  debt  then  in- 
curred and  secured  by  such  instrument.  Before  any 
additional  debt  is  incurred  which  is  to  be  secured 
by  an  instrument  previously  recorded,  the  debtor 
shall  file  with  the  Treasurer  of  Baltimore  City  a 
duly  verified  statement  showing  the  amount  of  such 
additional  debt  and  shall  pay  the  tax  with  respect 
thereto  upon,  but  only  upon,  the  amount  of  such 
additional  debt  so  secured  which  has  been  incurred 
after  January  1,  1961,  and  with  respect  to  which 
such  tax  shall  not  theretofore  have  been  paid,  less 
the  principal  amount  of  any  debt  then  outstanding 
and  secured  by  such  instrument  which  is  to  be  paid 
or  refunded  out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  additional 
debt. 

(1)  The  exemptions  in  subsections  (h),  (i),  (j), 
and  (k)  hereof  granted  because  of,  or  in  respect  to, 
an  instrument  previously  recorded  shall  not  apply 
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or  be  effective  in  case  of  an  instrument  recorded 
prior  to  January  1,  1961. 

102.  (a)  The  tax  irnposed  by  this  subtitle  shall 
be  paid  to  and  collected  by  the  City  Treasurer,  and 
such  tax  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  or  before  the 
time  when  the  particular  instrument  of  writing  is 
offered  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Balti- 
more City  for  recordation. 

(b)  The  payment  of  the  tax  imposed  by  this  sub- 
title shall  be  evidenced  by  either  affixing  the  neces- 
sary documentary  stamp  or  stamps  to  the  instru- 
ment of  writing  involved,  or  by  the  City  Treasurer 
affixing  to  or  stamping  on  the  instrument  of  writing 
involved  a  legend  stating  that  such  tax  has  been 
paid  and  affixing  the  signature,  or  facsimile  thereof, 
of  the  City  Treasurer,  or  his  duly  authorized  repre- 
sentative, to  such  written  instrument.  Either  one 
of  the  aforementioned  methods  may  be  adopted  and 
used  by  the  City  Treasurer  as  determined  by  him 
from  time  to  time,  but  both  methods  shall  not  be 
used  at  the  same  time. 

(c)  Whenever  doubt  arises  as  to  whether  or  not 
a  particular  instrument  of  writing  is  taxable  under 
this  subtitle,  and  it  is  decided  by  the  City  Treasurer 
that  such  instrument  is  not  taxable,  then  the  instru- 
ment of  writing  involved  shall  have  affixed  to  or 
stamped  on  it  a  legend  to  the  effect  that  no  Balti- 
more City  recordation  tax  is  required,  and  shall 
have  affixed  to  it  the  signature,  or  facsimile  thereof, 
of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  duly  authorized  repre- 
sentative. 

(d)  In  the  event  the  method  of  using  documen- 
tary stamps  is  adopted  by  the  City  Treasurer  then : 

(1)  Such  stamps  shall  be  affixed  in  such  manner 
that  their  removal  will  require  the  continued  ap- 
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plication  of  steam  or  water,  and  the  person  using 
or  affixing  such  stamps  shall  cause  such  stamps  to 
be  cancelled  in  such  manner  that  they  may  not  be 
used  again,  either  by  writing  or  stamping  or  causing 
to  be  written  or  stamped  thereon  the  initials  of  his 
name  and  the  date  upon  which  such  stamps  are 
affixed  or  used  or  by  complying  with  such  other 
method  of  cancellation  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
City  Treasurer;  provided,  however,  that  the  City 
Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  by  rule  or  regulation 
to  prescribe  a  method  to  be  used  in  the  affixing  or 
cancelling  of  stamps  in  substitution  of,  or  in  addi- 
tion to,  the  methods  and  means  set  forth  in  this 
subparagraph;  and 

(2)  The  City  Treasurer  shall  acquire  and  offer 
for  sale  adhesive  stamps  of  such  denominations  and 
in  such  quantities  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle,  and  make 
provision  for  the  sale  of  such  stamps  in  such  places 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  or  proper;  all  to  be 
determined  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

103.  (a)  No  instrument  of  writing  which  is  sub- 
ject to  the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle  shall  be 
offered  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Balti- 
more City  for  recordation  unless  and  until  Baltimore 
City  documentary  stamps  in  sufficient  amount,  or 
a  legend  stating  that  such  tax  has  been  paid  signed 
by  the  City  Treasurer,  or  his  duly  authorized  repre- 
sentative, as  the  case  may  be,  have  or  has  been 
affixed  to  such  instrument  of  writing  as  herein- 
before provided;  and  the  absence  of  such  stamps 
or  legend  and  signature,  as  the  case  may  be,  from 
any  such  instrument  of  writing  shall  constitute 
prima  facie  evidence  that  the  tax  has  not  been  paid.

(b)  In  the  event  any  instrument  of  writing 
which  is  subject  to  the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle 
is  recorded  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
Baltimore  City  without  such  tax  having  been  first 
paid,  the  person  or  other  legal  entity  liable  for  the 
payment  of  such  tax  shall  be  assessed  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  Baltimore  City  for  the  amount  of  the  tax 
due,  plus  interest  at  the  rate  of  one-half  of  one  per 
centum  (1/2%)  P^^^  month,  or  fractional  part  there- 
of, accounting  from  the  date  when  such  written 
instrument  was  received  for  recordation,  and  a 
penalty  of  ten  per  centum  (10%)  of  the  tax  due. 

104.  (a)  The  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle,  and  all 
increases,  interest  and  penalties  thereon,  shall  be 
and  become,  from  the  time  due  and  payable,  the 
personal  debt  of  the  legal  and  equitable  transferors 
and  transferees,  jointly  and  severally,  of  the  pro- 
perty affected  by  or  involved  in  any  instrument  of 
writing  which  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
subtitle. 

(b)  The  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle,  and  all 
increases,  interest  and  penalties  thereon,  shall  be  a 
lien  upon  any  real  property  or  any  interest  or  estate 
therein  affected  by  or  involved  in  any  instrument 
of  writing  which  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
subtitle,  from  and  after  the  time  when  the  tax  im- 
posed by  this  subtitle  becomes  due  and  payable  as 
provided  herein.  Any  and  all  such  liens  on  real 
property  or  any  interest  or  estate  therein  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  Tax  Lien  Record  maintained  by  the 
Bureau  of  Receipts. 

105.  (a)  In  order  properly  to  carry  out  and 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  and  to  collect 
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the  tax  levied  and  imposed  thereunder,  in  addition 
to  the  other  powers  hereinbefore  vested  in  the  City 
Treasurer,  the  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered : 

(1)  To  make,  adopt,  promulgate  and  amend, 
from  time  to  time,  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  and  en- 
force the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  and  to  fully 
collect  the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle,  and  to  de- 
fine or  construe  any  of  the  terms  and  provisions 
used  in  this  subtitle  in  connection  with  the  imposi- 
tion or  collection  of  said  tax; 

(2)  To  compromise  disputed  claims  in  connec- 
tion with  the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle,  and,  for 
good  and  sufficient  cause  shown,  to  abate  or  remit 
interest  and  penalties; 

(3)  To  delegate  any  of  his  powers,  duties  and 
functions  under  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  to 
the  Deputy  City  Treasurer  or  any  other  agent, 
representative  or  employee  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore; 

(4)  To  conduct  investigations  and  hold  hearings 
concerning  any  matter  covered  by  this  subtitle  at 
any  time  and  in  connection  therewith  require  by 
subpoena  or  summons  the  attendance  and  testimony 
of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  any  books,  ac- 
counts, records,  papers  and  correspondence  relating 
to  any  matter  which  the  City  Treasurer  is  author- 
ized by  this  subtitle  to  determine ;  and 

(5)  To  sign  subpoenas,  administer  oaths  and 
affirmations,  examine  witnesses  and  receive  evi- 
dence. 

(b)  In  case  of  disobedience  of  any  subpoena,  or 
the  contumacy  of  any  witness  appearing  before  the 
City  Treasurer,   or  his   duly  authorized  agent  or 
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representative,  the  City  Treasurer  may  apply  to  the 
Baltimore  City  Court  for  an  order.  Upon  applica- 
tion, such  Court  may  thereupon  issue  an  order  re- 
quiring the  person  subpoenaed  to  obey  the  subpoena 
or  to  give  evidence  or  to  produce  books,  accounts, 
records,  papers  and  correspondence  touching  the 
matter  in  question.  Any  failure  to  obey  such  order 
of  court  may  be  punished  by  such  court  as  a  con- 
tempt thereof. 

106.  (a)  In  the  event  that  any  particular  person 
or  other  legal  entity,  who  is  legally  liable  for  the 
payment  of  the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle,  dis- 
agrees with,  or  is  aggrieved  by  any  determination, 
decision,  order  or  notice  of  any  kind  which  is  made, 
rendered,  issued  or  given  under  the  provisions  of 
this  subtitle,  such  person  or  other  legal  entity, 
within  twenty  (20)  days  after  notice  of  any  such 
determination,  decision,  order  or  notice  has  been 
given  to,  or  mailed  to,  such  person  or  other  legal 
entity,  shall  have  the  right  to  take  such  action  as 
may  be  necessary  or  proper  to  bring  the  matter  in 
dispute  before  the  Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning 
Appeals  for  review  by  it.  Upon  reasonable  notice 
in  accordance  with  its  rules  and  the  provisions  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Charter,  the  Board  shall  deter- 
mine whether  or  not  the  determination,  decision, 
order  or  notice  which  is  the  subject  of  review  is 
proper  or  correct.  The  Board,  by  a  majority  vote 
thereof,  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  re- 
verse or  affirm,  wholly  or  partly,  or  may  modify 
the  determination,  decision,  order  or  notice  appealed 
from,  and  may  give  and  make  such  determination, 
decision,  order,  requirement  or  notice  as  ought  to 
be  made.  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  con- 
tained herein  shall  be  taken  or  construed  as  author- 
izing the  Board  to  waive,  set  aside  or  in  any  manner 
change  any  specific  provision  or  provisions  of  this 
subtitle. 
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107.   (a)    Any  person  or  other  legal  entity  who: 

(1)  wilfully  offers  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior 
Court  of  Baltimore  City  for  recordation,  or  who  has 
recorded  any  instrument  of  writing  which  is  subject 
to  the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle,  without  having 
first  paid  the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle ;  or 

(2)  wilfully  misrepresents  the  amount  of  the 
actual  consideration  paid  or  to  be  paid  in  connection 
with  any  instrument  of  writing  which  is  subject  to 
the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle; 

(3)  incurs  any  additional  debt  secured  by  an 
instrument  of  writing  previously  recorded,  with  re- 
spect to  which  additional  debt  a  tax  is  required  to 
be  paid  by  this  subtitle,  without  having  paid  such 
tax; 

(4)  participates  or  aids  in  any  manner  in  the 
evasion  of  the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle;  or 

(5)  wilfully  violates  any  of  the  rules  or  regula- 
tions made,  adopted  or  promulgated  by  the  City 
Treasurer  under  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle;  or 

(6)  wilfully  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  subtitle;  or 

(7)  forges  or  counterfeits  any  Baltimore  City 
documentary  stamp  or  stamps  issued  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  or  any  official  legend 
or  the  signature  of  the  City  Treasurer,  or  facsimile 
thereof,  or  of  his  duly  authorized  representative,  or 
who  in  any  manner  affixes  or  causes  to  be  affixed 
any  such  forged  or  counterfeit  stamp  or  stamps  or 
legend  or  signature  to  any  instrument  of  writing 
which  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle;  or 

(8)  makes  use  of  any  Baltimore  City  documen- 
tary stamp  to  denote  payment  of  the  tax  imposed  by 
this  subtitle  without  cancelling  such  stamp  as  pro- 
vided in  this  subtitle;  or 
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(9)  fraudulently  cuts,  tears  or  removes  any 
Baltimore  City  documentary  stamp  from  any  writ- 
ten instrument  which  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  subtitle;  or 

(10)  fraudulently  affixes  to  any  instrument  of 
writing  which  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
subtitle  any  Baltimore  City  documentary  stamp 
which  has  been  cut,  torn  or  removed  from  any  other 
written  instrument  which  is  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  subtitle,  or  any  Baltimore  City  docu- 
mentary stamp  of  insufficient  value ;  or 

(11)  wilfully  removes  or  alters  the  cancellation 
marks  of  any  Baltimore  City  documentary  stamp  or 
removes  any  such  documentary  stamp  with  intent  to 
use  or  cause  the  same  to  be  used  after  it  has  already 
been  used,  or  knowingly  buys,  sells,  offers  for  sale 
or  gives  away  any  such  altered  or  restored  stamp  to 
any  person  or  other  legal  entity  for  use,  or  know- 
ingly uses  the  same;  or 

(12)  knowingly  has  in  his  possession  any  altered 
or  restored  Baltimore  City  documentary  stamp 
which  has  been  removed  from  any  instrument  of 
writing  which  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
subtitle,  ana  the  possession  of  any  such  stamp  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  of  an  intent  to  violate  the 
provisions  of  this  subparagraph;  or 

(13)  knowingly  or  wilfully  keeps,  sells,  offers  for 
sale  or  has  in  his  possession  any  forged  or  counter- 
feit Baltimore  City  documentary  stamps; 

shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  Five  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($500.00),  or  be  imprisoned  for  not 
more  than  six  (6)  months,  or  both  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Court,  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

108.   (a)    Nothing  contained  in  this  subtitle  shall 
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be  taken  or  construed  as  imposing  any  duty  or  lia- 
bility upon  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Balti- 
more City  in  connection  with  the  imposition,  pay- 
ment or  collection  of  the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle, 
or  the  administration  or  enforcement  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  subtitle.

lute power  to  collect  and  enforce  the  payment  of  any 
such  unpaid  taxes,  and  any  such  termination  shall 
not  excuse  or  diminish  the  criminal  liability  of  any 
person  or  other  legal  entity  for  any  violation  of  any 
provision  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
severable,  and  in  case  it  be  judicially  determined 
that  any  word,  phrase,  clause,  item,  sentence,  para- 
graph or  section  of  this  ordinance,  or  the  application 
thereof,  to  any  person  or  circumstance,  is  invalid, 
the  remaining  provisions  and  the  application  of  such 
provisions  to  other  persons  or  circumstances  shall 
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not  be  affected  thereby,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
hereby  declaring  that  they  would  have  ordained  the 
remaining  provisions  of  this  ordinance  without  the 
word,  phrase,  clause,  item,  sentence,  paragraph  or 
section,  or  the  application  thereof,  so  held  invalid. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  the 
event  any  provision  of  any  law,  ordinance,  rule  or 
regulation  now  in  force  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  is 
inconsistent  or  conflicts  with  any  provision  of  this 
ordinance,  then  in  such  case  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  controlling. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  January  1,  1961.

age of  cold  steel  bars  and  the  sawing  and  polishing

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Access)  Highway;  and  said  first  mentioned  Balti- 
more-Washington Through  (Limited  Access)

ting said  four  service  roads  shall  be  permitted  and 
traffic  on  said  service  road  No.  1  shall  be  one  way 
southbound  and  traffic  on  said  service  road  No.  2 
shall  be  one  way  northbound  and  traffic  on  said 
service  roads  No.  3  and  No.  4  shall  be  two  way, 
and  traffic  on  said  service  roads  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  4 
will  be  conducted  to  and  from  said  service  roads 
by   means   of   ramps,    connnections,    other   service 
roads  and  existing  streets  in  the  vicinity  thereof 
to  and  from  Russell  Street,  as  now  laid  out,  at  the 
north  end  of  said  Viaduct,  to  and  from  Monroe 
Street  and  to  and  from  said  first  mentioned  Balti- 
more-Washington Through  (Limited  Access)  High- 
way; and  said  first  mentioned  Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Through   (Limited  Access)    Highway,  Viaduct 
Interchanges,  Bridges,  Ramps,  Service  Roads,  Fills 
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and  appurtenances  to  be  herein  at  times  referred 
to  as  said  Highway  project. 

Any  mention  or  reference  to  any  streets,  roads, 
avenues,  parkways,  expressways,  or  alleys,  in  this 
ordinance,  or  on  the  plat,  referred  to  herein  are  for 
the  purpose  of  description  only  and  shall  not  be 
held  or  taken  to  be  any  evidence  whatever  that 
said  streets,  roads,  avenues,  parkways,  expressways, 
alleys  or  any  of  them,  are  public,  dedicated  or  pri- 
vate thoroughfares. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  and  the  Comptroller,  or 
the  person  or  persons  the  Board  of  Estimates  of 
Baltimore  City  may  hereafter  from  time  to  time 
designate,  is  or  are  hereby  authorized  to  acquire 
on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, and  for  the  purposes  described  in  this  ordi- 
nance, the  fee  simple  interests  or  such  other  inter- 
ests as  the  Director  may  deem  necessary  or  suffi- 
cient, in  and  to  all  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  and  im- 
provements thereupon,  including  all  property,  rights, 
interests,  easements  and/or  franchises  necessary  in 
the  opening,  widening,  extending,  grading,  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  of  said  Highway  project, 
including  the  necessary  approaches,  piers,  supports, 
abutments,  walls,  embankments  and  other  appur- 
tenances of  said  Highway  project.  If  the  said  Di- 
rector and  Comptroller  are  unable  to  agree  with 
the  owner  or  owners  on  the  purchase  price  of  said 
pieces  or  parcels  of  land  and  improvements  there- 
upon or  for  said  properties,  rights,  interests,  ease- 
ments and/or  franchises,  they  shall  forthwith  notify 
the  City  Solicitor  of  Baltimore  City  who  shall  there- 
upon institute  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  the  necessary  legal  proceed- 
ings to  acquire  by  condemnation  the  fee  simple 
interests  or  such  other  rights,  interests,  easements 
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and/or  franchises  as  the  Director  may  deem  nec- 
essary or  sufficient  for  the  purposes  of  said  High- 
way project. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
proceedings  for  the  acquisition  by  condemnation  of 
the  property  and  rights  herein  described  and  the 
rights  of  all  parties  interested  or  affected  thereby 
shall  be  regulated  by  and  be  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Article  33A  of  the  Code  of  Public 
General  Laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  any 
and  all  amendments  thereto. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  notwith- 
standing any  other  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
the  interests  in  and  to  the  lands  to  be  condemned 
or  otherwise  acquired  within  said  Highway  project 
owned  by  or  in  the  possession  of  any  railroad  com- 
pany in  operation  shall  be  only  such  interests  as 
may  be  necessary  for  constructing  and  maintaining 
in  perpetuity  said  Highway  project  and  appurte- 
nances, in  accordance  with  detailed  plans  therefor 
to  be  approved  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  of 
Baltimore  City  and  without  materially  interfering 
with  the  operation  of  said  railroads.

northwesterly  in  the  bed  of  President  Street  the 
distance  of  one  hundred  twenty-two  (122)  feet; 
thence  northerly  with  a  curve  to  the  right  with  a 
radius  of  one  hundred  thirty-eight  (138)  feet  the 
distance  of  forty-seven  (47)  feet  to  the  south 
line  of  east  Pratt  Street ;  thence  continuing  on  the 
same  curve  the  distance  of  eighteen  (18)  feet  and 
thence  northerly  with  a  curve  to  the  left  with  a 
radius  of  one  hundred  thirty-eight  (138)  feet  the 
distance  of  thirty-six  (36)  feet  to  the  north  line 
of  east  Pratt  Street ;  and  to  repeal  Ordinance  No. 
752,  approved  May  21,  1935. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  railroad  track  in 
the  beds  of  President  Street  and  East  Pratt  Street, 
the  said  track  hereby  authorized  being  described  as 
follows : 

Beginning  for  the  center  line  of  the  track  hereby 
authorized  in  the  center  of  the  track  now  con- 
structed in  President  Street  by  said  Railroad  Com- 
pany at  a  point  thirty-four  (34)  feet  north  of  the 
north  line  of  Stiles  Street  measured  along  the  center 
line  of  the  present  track  in  President  Street  and 
running  thence  from  said  point  of  beginning  north- 
westerly in  the  bed  of  President  Street  and  parallel 
with  the  eastern  curb  thereof  and  twelve  and  one- 
half  ( 121/2)  feet  westerly  therefrom  the  distance  of 
one  hundred  twenty-two    (122)    feet  to  a  point; 
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thence  with  a  curve  to  the  right  with  a  radius  of  one 
hundred  thirty-eight  (138)  feet  the  distance  of 
forty-seven  (47)  feet  to  a  point  in  the  south  line  of 
East  Pratt  Street;  thence  continuing  on  the  same 
curve  in  the  bed  of  East  Pratt  Street  the  distance  of 
eighteen  (18)  feet;  thence  continuing  in  the  bed  of 
East  Pratt  Street  with  a  curve  to  the  left  with  a 
radius  of  one  hundred  thirty-eight  (138)  feet  the 
distance  of  thirty-six  (36)  feet  to  a  point  on  the 
north  line  of  East  Pratt  Street. 

The  track  hereby  authorized  by  this  ordinance  is 
shown  by  the  lines  colored  red  on  the  blue  print 
hereto  annexed,  which  is  made  a  part  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall,  at  all  times, 
have  and  retain  the  power  and  right  to  reasonably 
regulate,  in  the  public  interest,  the  exercise  of  the 
right  herein  granted,  and  that  the  said  right  shall 
be  executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  months  after 
the  gi'ant,  and  that  the  right  herein  granted  shall  be 
held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the  period  of  twenty- 
five  years,  and  with  the  further  right  to  said  grantee, 
at  a  fair  revaluation,  including  in  such  revaluation

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  in  laying  down  and  constructing  from  time 
to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks  on  said  streets  and 
alleys,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grades  of  said 
streets  and  alleys  as  the  same  are  now  or  may  here- 
after be  established  by  law,  and  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and  the  spaces  be- 
tween the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on 
either  side  thereof  in  thorough  repair,  and  shall,  at 
its  own  expense,  keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or 
other  obstruction,  but  without  obstructing  the  other 
portions  of  said  streets  and  alleys  on  either  side  of 
said  tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
if  and  so  often  as  said  streets  and  alleys,  or  any  of

tained or  operated  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance;  and  the  said  grantee  shall  also  pay  all 
expenses  of  advertising  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  also  pay 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from 
time  to  time,  within  thirty  days  after  written  notice 
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from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount  or 
amounts  due,  the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  following 
work,  in  so  far  as  the  same  becomes  necessary  from 
time  to  time  by  reason  of,  or  in  any  way  resulting 
from  the  construction,  maintenance,  operation, 
presence,  use,  location,  relocation,  repair,  alteration 
or  removal  of  said  tracks: 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  replacing, 
protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete  of 
any  or  all  subsurface  structures  belonging  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  the 
streets  and  alleys  occupied  by  said  tracks ; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  repairing, 
protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or  all  paving, 
curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other  surface  struc- 
tures belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  said  streets  and  alleys ; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  v/ith  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys,  and  tracks; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be 
final. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove  any 
of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized,  or  upon  any  for- 
feiture of  any  or  all  of  the  rights  and  franchises 
hereby  granted,  or  should  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any  or  all  of 
said  tracks,  or  upon  the  termination  of  the  rights 
herein  granted,  then,  in  any  of  such  events,  from 
time  to  time,  all  the  franchises  and  rights  hereby 
granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as  to  the  tracks 
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and  franchises  so  affected,  without  any  compensa- 
tion to  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
and  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
promptly  remove  the  tracks  and  appurtenances  so

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  fail,  neglect 
or  refuse  to  perform  within  a  reasonable  time  any 
of  the  w^ork  herein  required  to  be  done  by  them, 
from  time  to  time,  then  and  in  any  and  all  such  in- 
stances the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  to  do  said  work 
and  collect  all  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  liable 
for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against  any 
and  all  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands,  dam- 
ages, costs  and  /or  expenses  to  which  said  Mayor  and 
City  Council  may  from  time  to  time  be  subjected  by 
reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from  the  presence, 
construction,  use,  operation,  maintenance,  alter- 
ation, repair,  location,  relocation  and/or  removal  of 
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said  railroad  tracks,  or  any  of  them,  and  whether 
such  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands,  damages, 
costs  and/or  expenses  be  against,  suffered  or  sus- 
tained by  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  or  be 
against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  other  corporations 
and  persons  to  whom  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil may  become  liable  therefor. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  at  any 
time  or  times  hereafter  in  the  performance  of  any 
public  work  (whether  the  said  work  be  performed 
and/or  financed,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  the 
City,  the  State,  and/or  the  Federal  Government,  or 
any  of  their  agencies),  the  said  Highways  Engineer 
shall  in  his  judgment  determine  that  the  public 
interest,  convenience,  safety,  and/or  welfare  require 
the  adjusting,  altering,  shifting,  moving,  relocating, 
supporting,  protecting  and /or  accommodating  of 
any  or  all  of  said  tracks,  the  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall,  in  any  and  all  such  cases, 
promptly  upon  written  notice  from  the  Highways 
Engineer,  and  at  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  the

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  not  stand  a 
car  or  cars  on  the  track  hereby  authorized. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
track  to  be  laid  or  used  on  President  and  East  Pratt 
Streets  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  under  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  used  or 
operated  over  for  railroad  purposes  except  between 
the  hours  of  eleven  at  night  and  five  o'clock  in  the 
morning. 
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Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
rights  by  this  ordinance  granted  to  construct,  main- 
tain and  operate  the  said  new  single  track  on  Pres- 
ident and  East  Pratt  Streets  shall  be  revocable  by 
the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore  City  whenever 
in  its  judgment  the  public  interest,  welfare  and/or 
convenience  may  so  require,  and  within  six  months 
after  written  notice  of  such  revocation  from  the 
Highways  Engineer  of  the  City,  the  said  Railroad 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  at  its 
or  their  own  expense  and  without  compensation  to 
it  or  them,  remove  the  said  track  on  President  and 
East  Pratt  Streets,  and  all  the  other  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  in  anywise  relating  to  removal  of 
tracks  shall  apply  to  such  removal  upon  notice  of 
revocation. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Ordi- 
nance No.  752,  approved  May  21,  1935,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this 
Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Bal- 
timore City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be  final. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  should 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  remove

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City

May  16,  1960,  by  and  between  General  Motors  Cor- 
poration and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified  and  con- 
firmed, said  Agreement  being  as  follows : 

"This  Agreement  made  this  16th  day  of  May, 
1960,  by  and  between  General  Motors  Corpora- 
tion, a  Delaware  corporation,  (General  Motors), 
and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
(City). 

"Whereas,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  an  agree- 
ment dated  September  11,  1934,  between  General 
Motors  and  City,  recorded  among  the  Land  Records 
of  Baltimore  City  in  Liber  SCL,  No.  5481,  folio  157, 
General  Motors  granted  to  City  the  easement  therein 
described  for  a  storm  water  drain,  and  such  agree- 
ment provided  that  neither  of  the  parties  thereto 
could  erect  buildings  or  similar  structures  of  any 
kind  over  said  right-of-way. 

"Whereas,  General  Motors  desires  to  relocate 
said  right-of-way  so  that  it  may  erect  buildings  or

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furtherance  of  its  expansion  program,  and  the  City 
desires  to  cooperate  therein  but,  because  of  antici- 
pated development  of  other  land  in  the  area  served 
by  said  drain,  believes  such  drain  should  be  increased 
in  capacity.

struction and  maintenance  of  North  Bend  Road 
50  feet  wide  from  Frederick  Avenue  to  the 
Western  Boundary  of  Baltimore  City  established 
1918;  and  authorizing  the  acquisition  by  pur- 
chase or  condemnation  of  any  property,  rights, 
interests,  easements  and/or  franchises  necessary 
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in  the  opening,  widening,  grading,  construction

If  said  work  is  not  commenced  by  the 
owner  as  aforesaid  the  Cotnmissioner  shall  send  an 
appropriate  notice  ordering  the  owner  to  begin  the 
work  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  of  the 
notice.  If  the  owner  of  any  such  building  fails  to 
comply  with  the  notice  of  the  Commissioner  within 
the  time  allowed,  the  Commissioner  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  condemn  such  building 
and  he  shall  proceed  in  accordance  with,  and  as  pro- 
vided in,  Section  185. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordi- 
nance shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.
